The death that he believed was near 
came to Henry FP. Thomas, 45, 1000 
St. Charles avenne, Sunday morning 
at 5 o'clock, when he sent a_ bullet 
crashing into his right temple. Just 
a few moments before he had fired 
two bullets into the head of Mrs. Ellie 
Curry Thomas, his wife, also 45. Both 
were dead when police forced entrance 
into the home where they lived alone. 
A temporary lapse of sanity was ad- 
vanced by neighbors and by J.°K. 
Jordan, ‘Thomas’ attorney, as_ the 
cause of the double tragedy. 


Only two days ago, last Friday, 
Thomas had drawn up his will in the | 
office of Attorney Jordan. At that 
time he told the lawyer that his health 
was exceedingly poor, that he was to 
undergo an operation in the near fu- 
ture, from which he did not expect to 
recover. He added that if his wife 
suspected how itl he was it would} 
kill her. 

The Sunday morning stillness of the 
St. Charles neighborhood was broken 
just after dawn when two rapid shots 
sent chirping birds in the deep-foliaged 
trees fluttering and window sashes 
hurtling upward.

Levine retaliated by having 
the fuel tanks of the Columbia emptied, 
while Drouhin protested. Strong 
words were exchanged, but finally 
quiet was restored. 


Drouliin then ordered the mechanics 
to remain near the Columbia at all 
times and have fuel ready to refill the 
tanks at a minute’s notice. Weather 
conditions on this side of the Atlantic 
are steadily improving, and the ex- 
perts believe there will be a_ flight 
this week. Drouhin himself remarked

PURCHASING VALUE 
OF DOLLAR GROWS 


New York, August 28.—(4)—Since 
December, 1925, the purchasing value 
of the dollar has increased nearly 6 


per eent, and now stands at the high- 
est point since July, 1924, the na- 
tional industrial conference board an- 
nounced today. 

On the basis of living costs last 
month, the board said the dollar is now 
worth 61.7 °.cents as compared -with 
1914 dollar. It was lowest in July. 
1920, when its purchasing power had 
shrunk to 48.9 per cent of the pre-war 
dollar. 

Declining living. costs were given 
by the board as the reason for the in- 
crease in the dollar’s purchasing pow- 
er, which it is said has been steady 
during 1926 and the current year. 
During this period, the board said, 
average wage earnings have fluctuated 
not more than 4 per cent and employ- 
ment has been steady, and in these cir- 
cumstances it saw a fundamental fac- 
tor auguring well for wholesome busi- 
ness conditions in the immediate fu- 
ture. 

Average wage earnings, the board 
said, show a remarkably steady up- 
ward trend, average earnings per 
worker employed in June being even 
slightly higher than they were at the 
beginning of 1926. The average total 
cost of living in the United States, as 
computed by the board, decreased 1.6 
per cent from the middle of June to 
the middle of July, due mostly to an 
average decline in retail. food prices 
of 3.8 per cent. Contributing factors, 
it said, were a slight decline in rents 
and retail clothing prices. 
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New York, August 28.—(4)—Theo- 
dore Sutro, prominent member of the 
New York bar since 1874, died at his 
home here tonight at the age of 82. 
He was credited with saving the in- 
terests of the Sutro Tunnel company. 
of Nevada, and with organizing its 
successor, the Common Stock Tunnel 
company, of which he was first presi- 
dent. 

Sutro was born in Prussia in 1845 
and eame to this country with his 
parents in 1850. He was graduated at 
Harvard and Columbia universities. 
and began the practice of law in New 
York. In 1884 he married Florence 
Edith Clinton, who died in 106. 

He first attracted wide attention in 
1887 by his salvage of the nearly 
defunct Sutro Tunnel company which 
faced foreclosure proceedings on a 
$2,000,000 mortgage. Stockholders 
were apathetic and the public distrust- 
ful in this era of mining stock frauds 
which accompanied the development of 
the west. . 

Under his management the loan was 
reduced ta $1,000,000 and paid, the 
company reorganized as the Common 
Stock Tunnel company, and the con- 
cern put on * paving basis. To help 
raise the $1,000,000 required Sutro 
wrote a book, .“The Sutro Tunnel Com- 
pany and the Sutro Tunnel,” which 
has been termed a model of indus- 
trial analysis. 

He was a member of the firm of 
Salomon, Dulon and Sutro, the oldest 
German law firm in the city. He 
also was an adviser to the foremost 
German-American bankers of his time 
and was active in negotiation of inter- 
national loans. 


RENEWED DEMAND 
FOR TAX CUT SEEN 


BY RAYMOND CLAPPER. 

Washington, August 28.— (United 
Press.)—Internal revenue collections 
from all classes of federal taxes dur- 
ing the fiscal year ending«June 30 
last were nearly $30,000,000 above 
those of the previous fiscal year when 
many higher rates were in effect. In- 
come tax collections went up $245.,- 
000,000, but this was offset by losses 
in miscellaneous taxes. 

This news, announced by David H. 
Blair, commissioner of internal rev- 
enue, brought cheer to. senators and 
congressmen who have been sharpen- 
ing their knives for another sizeable 
tax cut before they go back to the 
voters for reelection next year. 

Congressmen Uneasy. 

Recently there has been some un- 
easiness in congressional circles be- 
cause of pessimistic warnings from 
administration quarters. It had been 
said that tax reduction this year 
should not go. beyond $150,000,000, 
but Chairman Green, of the house 
ways and means committee. said a few 
days ago that he had reason to be- 
lieve this figure would safely be ex- 
ceeded. Apparently he had been to 
the treasury department and had seen 
the new figures for last year’s tax col- 
lections. 

In view of the fact that the treas- 
ury ended the fiscal year June 30 
with a surplus of $600,000,000, at 
least half of which is likely to be a 
recurring surplus under present tax 
rates, it is going to take a good deal 
of pressure from the white house to 
hold down the tax revisionists, espe 
cially with an election coming on, 

Increases Follow Cuts. 

Secretary Mellon believes that down 
to certain limits lower income taxes 
produce larger returns. Steady in- 
crease in receipts following reduc- 
tions in rates tend to support this 
argument. It will be on this ground 
that an effort will be made next 
winter to reduce the rates on higher 
incomes, 

A year ago democrats were clamor: 
ing for further tax reduction. Cool- 
idge stalled it off, saying that the new 
tax law should be given at least a 
year’s uninterrupted operation so 
that the guvernment could see what 
it would yield. Now it appears to 
have yielded $30,000,000 more than 
the old law with higher rates. There- 
fore there is little fear that govern- 
ment revenues will run short unless 
business should fall off so sharply 
as to cut materially into profits.

Onions? Dr. Alvarez definitely and 

didactically excludes the succulent bulb 
from the smooth diet he often sug- 
gests to patients with temperamental! 
indigestion. I-shall quote from Dr. 
Alvarez’s paper the essentials of his 
smooth diet in another issue. Here I 
want to glean some of the pertinent 
thoughts from this very practical pa- 
per, for the benefit of readers who still 
insist they have nervous indigestion. 

fee remind the patient that di- 
gestion can doubtless be upset in sensi- 
tive persons by strong emotions, fa- 
tigue, improper methods of eating or 

constipation.” 

“First be sure of your patient's neu- 
rosis before you begin to treat him 
for it; be sure ‘at he is not suffering 
from something else besides nerves. 
When one sees how often the skilled 
gastroenterologist with every form of 
technical assistance at his command.

In fact, years of suf- 
fering from organic disease is often the 
cause of the very querulousness that 
excites our distrust.”

Their 
leaders, and largely their rank and 
file, decried the- bizarre methods of 
the Army and expressed the utmost 
contempt for its unconventional cam- 
paigns in the highways and byways. 
_ Those decriers entirely forgot the 
riotous demonstrations their  fore- 
bears had made against John Wesley, 
whose movement survives and in this 
day is the planet’s most potential re- 
ligious force. But as Wesley won so 
did Booth and his Salvation Army is 
the popular evangelism of the age.

The writer has studied its work in 
the greater and’ smaller cities of the 
nation, and in many places has con- 
tributed his aid to its necessities. 

In Toronto the mayor of the city 
publicly testified that the influence 
of the Salvation Army relieved the 
city of the need of one hundred addi- 
tional policemen.

“The years had not dimmed his de- 
votion to his wife. fle was always 
considerate of her welfare. He never 
did anything that ne thought would 
worry her. And that, 1 believe, is 
the reason that he took her with him 
when he thought his time had come. 

Fears Exaggerated. | 

“Fle was not exactly a victim of 
hrpochondria—but [’ve been informed 
that most of his fears regarding his 
health were groundless. He firmly 
believed that he was going to die, and 
believed just as surely that if he did 
his wife would grieve herself to death. 
He merely followed the line of least 
resistance. I believe that his moping 
over his ill] health brought on a men- 
tal lapse and caused him to do this.” 

Several of the Thomas neighbors 
were of the same belief.

TWO ENGINE HOUSES 
ARE SET ON FIRE. 

Cambridge. Mass., August 28.—(?) 
Two fire engine houses were set on 
fire here this afternoon while the ap- 
paratus was busy at a blaze of ineen- 
diary origin in an old barn,- Then 
while the engine companies were bat- 
thing the flames in their own quarters 
two chemical plants burst into flames 
following upon slight explosions. 

Branding all five fires as the work 
of Saceo-Vanzetti sympathizers, police 
Chief Edward McBride ordered a po- 
lice guard on every fire house. 

Decoy Fire Starts. 

The “decoy” fire started in a pile of 
oil-sonked rags in a deserted barn 
shortly after 2 o'clock. Forty minutes 
later engine company No. 3 returned 
to quarters to find their two-story 
brick building a mass of flames. 

The firemen halted the blaze after 
most of the floors and interior furnish- 
ings had been destroyed. An investi- 
gation disclosed three smoking bundles 
of kerosene-soaked rags and several 
bundles «f blazing newspapers in the 
place. 

While the engine 
fighting their fire the crew of ladder 
company No, 2 returned from the barn 
fire to find the basement of their quar- 
ters blazing. A_ barrel filled «with 
blazing rubbish in the center of the 
floor told how the flames had started. 

While most of the East Cambridge 
apparatus was “mopping up” at the 
two engine house fires, almost simulta- 
neous explosions set fire to the Ohio 
Chemical Manufacturing company and 
the Anchor Welding company. The 
companies are a quarter of a mile 


apart, 
Oil-Soaked Rubbish. 

Piles of oil-soaked -ubbish in the of- 
fice and storehouse of the chemical 
company plant started the fire there, 
while similar torches, piled under oxy- 
gen tanks were responsible for the 
blaze in the welding company building. 
Two oxygen tanks at the chemical 
plant exploded. but firemen fought 
through <ense clouds of smoke to keep 
the flames away from large stores of 
nitrous oxide, oxygen and ether. 

Both f'res were extinguished quick- 
ly. The police estimated the damage 
by all ive fires would not exceed 
$5,000. 


CAMPUS OF COLLEGE 
SCENE OF BOMBING. 

Berkeley, Calif.. August 28.— 
(United News.)—A bomb, exploded at 
the entrance to the Bacteriology build. 
ing on the University of California 
campus tonight, wrecked the door and 
front portal of that structure, and 
broke windows in a number of nearby 
university buildings. ; 

The building was unoccupied at the 
time. A number of students carried 
on experimental work in the frame 
structure earlier in the day, but had 
left at dark. 

A tin can filled with black powder 
and earth; and ignited by a fuse, was 
the bomb used, Berkeley police said. 

LD. S. Fox. a medical student, living 
across the street, ran to the building 
after the explosion and was confident 
there were no persons there. He found 
the bomb remnants.

We would know how to ‘do unto 
others as we would have them do unto 
us. The individuals and nations who 
have done most to make the world 
happy have been those who have helped 
in the largest measure by precept and 
example. The Christian religion 1s 
the greatest factor which has come 
to the world. Many of us fully realize 
this truth. Our people when suf- 
ficiently trained along proper lines 
will realize this truth. 

“We are so far in advance today 
to what we were 35 years ago. And 
we will go on in this upward path if 
we can see the necessity and good 
judgment of keeping ourselves in 
harmony with the teachifgs of the 
Bible. We must not forget that He 
savs, ‘Thou. shall have no other God 
before Me. Our children and. our 
household must remember that God 
should be: worshipped in spirit and 
in truth. 

“The congested cities are the death 
knells of so many of us who might 
be in other places where we fit best 
and could serve humanity better. The 
carnal mind is causing our churches 
to be unable to do the work it should 
do and to seek those things that the 
Bible says we must not seek. The 
good. and responsible people are those 
who strive each day to be in harmony 
with the teachings of the Bible.” 

Following the sermon, the Rev. J. 
F. Moses, pastor of the church, told 
the congregation he expected each 
member to do his full duty in con- 
tributing toward th: $200 to be raised 
at the morning services and the $350 
to be raised at the night service. He 
stated that the drive was for the new 
church that replaced the one burned 
down nine months ago and’ that it 
must be paid for in four months. An 
additional feature of the service was 
the choir singing.

Jaques, 87, for many years at the head 
of a wholesale grocery house here and 
one of the principal owners of the Juli- 
ette Milling company, died this morn- 
ing of pneumonia at his home, where 
he had been confined for three weeks. 

Mr. Jaques, although born at Rah- 
way, N. ”., on February 2, 1840, 
moving to Columbus, Ga., at the age 
of 19 years, quickly became affiliated 
with southern movements. 

In Columbus Mr. Jaques was asso- 
ciated with his uncle, Richard Jaques. 
in the manufacture of carriages. 

At the outbreak of the war between 
the states he joined the confederate 
army against the protest of his father, 
who disinherited. him for enlisting in 

the forces of his adopted jand. 

Mr. Jaques enlisted in the confed- 
erat@é army as a private, was soon 
made a first sergeant and later was 
commissioned a major. He seemed to 
have led a charmed life during his 
years of valiant service, for though 
never wounded a bullet once _ tore 
through hic sleeve and at another time 
the thick sole of his boot was shot 
away. 

He was captured in battle near 
Richmond, Va., but before being taken 
prisoner, rather than surrender his 
sword to the enemy he cast it into the 
waters of the river over which the 
troops were marching. He was held 
prisoner for six weeks at the Rip Raps 
on the coast of Virginia, near Norfolk. 

After being exchanged Mr. Jaques 
reentered the confederate army, where 
he served until the close of the war. 

He returned to Columbns, Ga., then 
went to Dalton, Ga., and 60 years ago 
came ta Macon. ; 

Mr Jaques’ first business venture In 
Maron was in a wholesale grocery es- 
tablishment, operating under the firm 
name of Jaques & Lightfoot, formed 
here in *867. The name of the firm 
was later changed to Jaques & John- 
son and still later to S. R. Jaques & 
companv. Afterward Mr. Jaques ve- 
came associated with T. D. Tinsley 
and the firm was continued under the 
name of S. R. Jaques & Tinsley com- 
pany. 

Mr. Jaques was also associated with 
the Juliette Milling company and has 
taken an active part in that business, 
with J. N. Birch as his associate, for 
the last 25 years. 

In 1881 Mr. Jaques was married to 
Miss Eleanor Hartley Hall, daughter 
of the late Dr. and Mrs. Charles H. 
Hall. She died on January 3 of this 
year.
